Tearful Priest 
Performs Rites 


. . . AFTER TRAGEDY HITS 


Edward Kratochvil and his 


family s k i p p e d a church 
breakfast Sunday so that they 
could "hurry up and get a 
stove fixed." 


A short while after the fam- 


ily drove away from St. Jo- 
seph's Catholic Church at the 
edge of Agnew, Its members 
were involved in a car-train 
crash which killed five in the 
family and left the o t h e r 
three In a Lincoln hospital. 


Fr. Richard Brombach, 


pastor of St. Joseph's church 
which the Kratochyils attend- 
ed, with tears in his eyes and 
in a very shaky voice, an- 
nounced to his parishioners 
attending the noon mass Sun- 
day that he had "just given 
the last sacraments of t h e 
Catholic church to the eight 
members of the Edward Kra- 
tochvil family." 


Then the priest told his par- 


ishioners about the accident 
he had been called to just a 
short while before. Some of 
the family had received com- 
munion only a short while 
before 
the 
accident, 
Fr. 


Brombach said. 
'Worst Carnage' 


Fr. 
Brombach 
described 


the accident scene as "t h e 
worst human carnage I have 
ever seen." 


"I had to climb over t h e 


train to get there because the 
train was blocking the road," 
he said. "I started giving ab- 
solution to those members of 
the family who were alive. 
Bernadette was the only o n e 
able to talk. She was next to 
Patty telling Patty to 'take it 
easy, take it easy.' I g a v e 
Patty absolution and then she 
died. Then I started giving 
conditional absolution to those 
who were already dead. Those 
bodies were just so badly 
mangled," the priest said. 


The Kratochvil family has 


lived In the Agnew-Raymond 
area about 18 years. Edward 
Kratochvil had a farm just 
cast of Raymond. He sold the 


farm and all the equipment 
about a year ago at a farm 
auction. Since then he has 
done local farm labor and re- 
cently got a job as a janitor 
In a Lincoln school. The fam- 
ily has lived in Raymond the 
last few years. 


T h r e e of the children. 


Lloyd, 14, Richard, 12, and 
Gary 18, attended school in 
Valparaiso. 


The other three children 


work in Lincoln. Bernadette, 
22, has been an employe of 
State Farm Insurance Co. at 
Gateway 
Shopping 
Center. 


Patty, 19, started wo:-k at the 
Capitol "a short time ago." 
Jerome, 20, was attending 
business 
school 
in Lincoln 


and working part time at 
Miller and Paine. 


'Wonderful Family' 


Members of the parish and 


the community all described 
the Kratochvils in the same 
w a y: "Wonderful 
family," 


"good people," "a great big 
farm family who had nothing 
to give but heart and they 
gave every bit of that they 
had." 


The K r a t o c h v i l s had 


dreams l i k e all families- 
good dreams. 


Gary, a high school senior 


this year, had a college ca- 
reer in mind, according to 
friends. Patty had already 
done some studying and was 
planning 
m o r e . 
Jerome, 


through his business school- 
ing, had high ambitions in 
the business world "and has 
enough on the ball to make 
them," according to a friend, 
Mrs. Emil Benes of Ray- 
mond. 


Edward Kratochvil had told 


people that the younger kids 
were going to "get a college 
education no matter what." 


But Sunday the Kratochvil 


family left a church break- 
fast early and met a Union 
Pacific freight train—and it 
destroyed those dreams. 


Communists IV/pe Ouf

Saigon, Viet Nam W) — A 


large Viet Cong force wiped 
out both a government militia 
unit and a relief force in a 
fierce weekend baltle 55 miles 
south of the big U.S. Air Base 
at Da Nang, military authori- 
ties reported Monday. 


They said a small unit of 


U.S. special forces men in- 
volved in the fight near Tra 
Bong suffered heavy casual- 
ties. 


A second relief force t h a t 


searched the area said all 
the men in the two govern- 
ment u n i t s were killed, 
wounded or missing. No sign 
was found of the missing men, 
including some Americans. 


No Estimate 


No estimate of the number 


of casualties was given.

1st Cavalry troops l o c k e d 
horns with North Vietnamese

B52 bombers from G u a m

Dropped 60 Rounds 
N e a r Saigon, Viet Cong 


mortarmen dropped 60 rounds 
into the U.S. 1st Infantry Di- 
vision's artillery area before 
dawn Sunday, damaging sev- 
eral helicopters and inflicting 
light casualties, a U.S. mili- 
tary spokesman said. He said 
t h e attack at Phu Lol, 15 
miles north of Saigon, lasted 
25 minutes. 


The tempo of an allied of- 


fensive quickened elsewhere. 
U.S. 1st Infantry D i v i s i o n 
t r o o p i opened "Operation 
Mallet" 20 miles southeast of 
Saigon and South Vietnamese 
government forces launched 
nine new search and destroy 
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operations in a variety of 
places. 


A government spokesman 


said Vietnamese troops killed 
108 Viet Cong in a three-day 
operation near Vi Thanh, 120 
miles southwest of Saigon. 
They also scooped up 22 tons 
of ammunition and a large 
stand of weapons. Their own 
loses were described as light. 


Killed 40 


In a clash Sunday in Kien 


Tuong province on the Cam- 
bodian border, the Vietna- 
mese said they killed 40 Viet 
Cong.

The 18th Regiment,

900 and 1,000 men.

110 miles west of Bong Son, 
the North Vietnamese lost 
about 1,300 dead, U.S. officials 
soy. The cavalry losses were 
270 killed and 600 wounded.

U.S. Again Bombing North 


Saigon (ffl — American planes resumed bombing of 


North Viet Nam Monday, the U.S. Embassy and the South 
Vietnamese government announced. 


The joint announcement said: 
"The prime minister of South Viet Nam and the U.S. 


ambassador announced that U.S. aircraft attacked desig- 
nated targets over North Viet Nam this morning." 


There was no immediate comment from the White 


House, but Presidential Press Secretary Bill D. Moyers 
said President Johnson will issue a statement at 9 a.m. 
(CST). Live radio and television coverage will be provided, 
Moyers said. 


It was the first U.S. air attack on the communist north 


announced since shortly before the Christmas cease-fire 
began late on Christmas Eve afternoon. 


It is 37 days since the United States began to press a 


determined diplomatic offensive in an effort to bring the 
North Vietnamese into peace negotiations. But the com- 
munists rebuffed all overtures. 


A U.S. spokesman said that the bombing Monday had 


been completed by the time the announcement was made, 
ut 3 p.m., Saigon time. 


There was no immediate announcement of the targets 


Monday. 


MASSJVE BLIZZARD COVERS U.S.

Dixie's blizzard of the cen- 


tury has strewn up to two feet 
of snow from the Gulf states 
to N e w England 
Sunday, 


bringing whole states to a 
standstill with wind-fanned 15- 
foot drifts and cold. 


R e c o r d 
cold prevailed 


across much of the cast half 
of the nation from the Cana- 
dian border southward to Flo- 
rida 
and Texas. 
Sub-zero 


readings were reported with- 
in 300 miles of the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


The year's heaviest r a i n 


storm pushed eastward from 
S a n Francisco, turning to 


snow as it reached the Sier- 
ras and Cascades. 


The U.S. Weather Bureau 


was shut down by the storm 
until noon Sunday. When it 
opened, its first action was to 
declare the storm a blizzard. 


Drifts up to 15 feet d e e p 


were reported in Washington, 
D.C., suburbs. Drifts up to 14 
feet were reported in Penn- 
sylvania's Cambria 
County. 


Drifts up to 10 feet deep were 
reported in southern Virginia. 


At Dagsboro, Del., Army 


tanks were used to drag fire 
trucks to answer alarms. Na- 
tional Guardsmen were called 
out in an effort to reopen Del- 


aware highways and r e a c h 
stranded motorists. Civil De- 
fense 
officials 
in 
Virginia 


were attempting to obtain hel- 
icopters to reach stranded 
motorists. The Pennsylvania 
Turnpike was closed. 


The weather death t o l l 


since Thursday soared to GO. 
Pennsylvania reported seven 
deaths Sunday, Arkansas and 
Alabama had three each, Cal- 
ifornia had two, and Ken- 
tucky, Missouri and 
Iowa 


each listed one. 


Greenville, S.C., with a 6 


below zero, and Macon, Ga., 
with 3 above, had the coldest 
temperatures ever recorded 
in the cities. 


Cedar Rapids, Iowa, set a 


record for its longest sub-zero 
temperature early S u n d a y 
when the cold wave exceeded 
66 hours. 


The snow was 22 inches 


deep at Lynchburg, Va., and 
18 inches deep at Baltimore, 
Md. Washington, D. C., mea- 
sured 16 inches. Martinsburg, 
W. Va., had 19 inches. 


G a l e warnings were up 


from Cape Hatteras, N.C., to 
Eastport, Maine. Heavy snow 
warnings were up for areas 
of Maine, Vermont, N e w 
Hampshire, Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts, New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio. 


Educational Units Face Storm 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: This 


is the first of five articles 
on the educational service 
units created by the last 
Legislature.)

Born out of controversy, the 


19 educational service units 
created by LB301 face 
a 


stormy implementation period 
although many school admin- 
istrators already have organ- 
ized to start surveys of need 
and program planning. 


The units, each covering 


several counties, will be gov- 
erned by boards with the pow- 
er to levy a tax of up to one 
mill to provide supplementary 
educational services to local 
school districts. 


Sen. 
Ross Rasmussen of 


Hooper, sponsor of LB301, 
said the main function envi- 
sioned by the backers of. the 
bill is that of providing special 
education services for handi- 
capped 
and mentally re- 


tarded children from rural 
areas. 


But Dr. Rosalie Farley, pro- 


fessor of education at the Uni- 
versity 
of Nebraska 
who 


served as an adviser to the 
bill's authors, feels the spe- 
cial education features are 
being over-dramatized. 


Limited Viewpoint 


"This is an extremely lim- 


ited viewpoint," she said, 
pointing out that "nvny of us 
think the most important ser- 
vices should be supervision 
and development of curricu- 
lum." 


"Special education is Im- 


portant," Dr. Farley added, 
"but there are other programs 
which might help special ed- 
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ucation more if they came 
first." 


Referring to whom she 


called the numerous "half 
unprepared rural s c h o o l 
t e a c h e r s throughout the 
state," she deplored that in 
too many cases these Instruc- 
tors now are making the 
decisions concerning a stu- 
dent's need for special educa- 
tion — a function which s*e 
said should be performed by 
specialists. 


In addition to special educa- 


tion and consultant services, 
the State Department of Ed- 
ucation indicates the supple- 
mentary services the districts 
arc permitted to provide in- 
clude guidance and counsel- 
ing, substitute teacher pools, 
in-s e r v I c e teacher work- 
shops, library and audio-vis- 
ual materials, a professional 
library, coordination and .su- 
pervision of school lunches, 


administration of transpor- 
tation, bus maintenance, legal 
services and adult, trade and 
vocational education. 


Unacceptable 


But It is these extra serv- 


ices that are unacceptable to 
the Nebraska School Improve- 
ment Association. NSIA Exec- 
utive Secretary S. H. Brauer, 
Jr., claims that the bill was 
misrepresented in the Legis- 
lature because it is "not just 
a bill only for physically and 
mentally retarded and handi- 
capped children." 


Dick Goodding, spokesman 


for another recorded opponent 
of the legislation, the Nebras- 
ka Farm Bureau, charged that 
LB301 — passed with only 
the m i n i m u m number of 
votes—was approved because 
some senators wanted "just 
one provision of it." 


Sen. Terry Carpenter of 


Scottsbluff 
admitted during 


the sessions that he favored 
the bill as the "only means of 
getting a trade school for my 
area." 


Brauer suggested that spe- 


cial education is "one type of 
program that would be bet- 
ter administered from a state 
centered office or authority 
because of the small numbers 
affected." 
. 


Department 
of 
Education 


officials privately agree but 
recognize the legislators chose 
to provide a method w i t h 
more local control. 


He'd Switch 


However, one Lincoln sena- 


tor, declining to be identified, 
concedes he would change his 
"yes" vote on LB301 to "no" 
if possible because s o m e 
"statements made during de- 
bates do not hold up. T h e 
same services could be given 
by the local district, which 
might contract or apply for 
federal funds. 


"I dislike a larger board de- 


termining for the entire peo- 
ple," he said. 


The service unit Idea is not 


new, Dr. Farley says. Nebras- 
ka's proposal grew out of sev- 
eral doctoral degree studies 
exploring the need for serv- 
ices and Implementation pos- 
sibilities. 


Iowa for several years has 


had permissive legislation al- 
lowing school districts 
or 


counties to combine to share 
the expense of special serv 
ices. State funds are appro- 
priated for partial reimburse- 
ment. Dr. Gus Silzcr of the 
Iowa Department of Instruc- 
tion explained.

. . . Three Others Suffer Injuries

Five persons were k i l l e d 


and three were critically in- 
jured in a car-train c r a s h 
about 10:15 Sunday morning 
on the main street of Agnew. 


All the victims were mem- 


bers of (he Edward Kratochvil 
family of Raymond. 


Killed were Edward Krat- 


ochvil, 51: a daughter Patty, 
19; and three sons. Lloyd 14, 
Richard 12. and Can' 18. 


Listed in "very critical con- 


dition" at St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital in Lincoln w e r e Mrs. 
Josephine Kratochvil, 44; a 
daughter, Bernadette, 22, and 
a son, Jerome, 20. 


Authorities have not been 


able to talk to any of the in- 
jured members of the family 
to learn exactly w h a t hap- 
pened. But from comcnts from 
crewmen on the train c.;.Jr-.r- 
sons who last saw the Krat- 
ochvils the following picture 
has been constructed. 


Left Church 


Mr. and Mrs. Kratochvil and 


their six children 
left St. 


Joseph's Catholic Church just 
outside Agnew and headed for 
their home in Raymond. 


As the Kratochvil automo- 


bile, traveling east on Neb. 79, 
approached the railroad-main 
street intersection just at the 
edge 
of Agnew it slowed 


down. The car then accelerat- 
ed and shot up onto the rail- 
road tracks into the path of 
the oncoming freight. 


Authorities said they do not 


know whether any of the 
Kratochvil family ever saw 
the train before the actual im- 
pact. 


The Union Pacific 
train, 


traveling south at about 40 to 
45 miles-per-hour struck the 
Kratochvil auto and hurled it 
about forty feet into a ditch 
where the car landed upside 
down. 


Two of the Kratochvil chil- 


dren, Lloyd 
and 
Richard, 


were believed to have been 
killed instantly. Another child, 
Patty, died at the scene. Ed- 
ward Kratochvil died about 


1:30 Sunday afternoon 
and 


Gary died about 5 Sunday 
afternoon 
at St. Elizabeth 


Hospital.

family maintained a vigil at 
St. Elizabeth Ifospital all day 
Sunday following the accident. 
Hospital authorities said the 
relatives were "in an absolute 
state of shock." 


The family was "very well 


known around the Agnew-Ray- 
mond area," according to res- 
idents of the area. They had 
sold their farm a short while 
ago and moved to town.

(The agency said she had 


admitted her mistake and had 
been "properly treated" dur- 
ing her detention.) 


Mrs. Reilly's sudden ap- 


pearance at the b o r d e r 
caught local officials by sur- 
prise.

She was living in a small 


village near the China border 
when she disappeared. It was 
widely believed she had en- 
tered China but that was not 
certain until the communists 
announced her return Sunday.

Washington (UPI) — T h e 


United States lost $1,664,000,- 
000 worth of gold in 1965, the 
Federal Resrovc Board re- 
ported Sunday. It was t h e 
largest U.S. gold loss since 
19GO. 


The 1965 gold outflow left 


the United States with $13,- 
807,000,000 worth of gold at 
the end of December. This in* 
eluded $74 million of gold in 
the exchange 
stabilization 


fund out of which the federal 
reserve conducts day-to-day 
foreign exchange operations. 


The gold loss included a pay- 


ment of $259 million to the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) when quotas were in- 
creased last year. In exchange 
for this gold, the U.S. borrow- 
ing r i g h t s at the IMF in- 
creased by $259 million.

Hastings — The first test at 


the new Consumers Coopera 
tlve Association (CCA) swine 
testing station near Clarkson 
will begin on or near Feb. 20, 
swine producers were t o l d 
here Tuesday. 


Bob Casey, supervisor of 


CCA testing stations, uld the 
new facility at the junction of 
Highways 15 and 91 three 
miles east of Clarkson is a 
"first" for CCA stations, being 
a completed enclosed building. 


It Is hoped that the en- 


closure will help control en- 
vironmental conditions to a 
greater degree, with less ef- 
fect on animals on test, Casey 
explained. 


All pen dividers are made 


of concrete to help withstand 
the destructive nature of pigs 
on test However, the dividers 
are developed so that they 
can be removed or changed 
as needed, the CCA supervis- 
or said. Floors are partial 
concrete slats. The capacity 
of the station is approxlmate- 
y 200 head of swine.

Blast Breaks Omaha's 
36-Day Bombing Lull 


Omaha 
OR—The explosion 


of a homemade bomb in a 
service station rest room has 
broken a lull of 36 days in a 
series of similar incidents in 
Omaha. 


There have been no Injur- 


ies in the blasts. 


The latest explosion, at a 


service station In the north 
part of the city, shattered a 
sink, smashed a stool, ripped 
plumbing and sent pieces of 
steel through a one-inch door 
frame Saturday night. 


It was the first such Inci- 


dent since Christmas Eve, 
when an auto parked in a gro- 
cery p a r k i n g lot was de- 
stroyed by an explosion and 
fire while the owners attend- 
ed a nearby movie. 


Explosions 


The series started Dec. 14 


when an unexploded bomb 
was discovered in a c a r 
parked on a stret. O t h e r 
explosions were at two gro- 
cery markets, a home a n d 
auto supply company and at 
an outlying department store. 


AH the bombs were crude 


devices fashioned from c a s t 
iron pipe loaded with pow- 
der. Laboratory a n a l y s e s 
showed the December bombs 
to be of similar construction. 


The 10-day December scr- 


ies ceased after a reward 
fund for the bo iber's arrest 
and conviction was established 
by Mayor A. V. Sorenscn. Lo- 
cal business establishments 
contributed $3,200 to the fund. 


Public indignation ran high 


as 
police 
with 
assistance 


from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation worked around 
the clock in attempts to solve 
the bombings.

The Wall Street Journal tells us that

'.ing from 145,000 to 160,000, the builder 
'not only offers the prospect a house on a 
five-acre lot, but also a large poultry barn, 
a flock of pullets and a contract to supply 
eggs to a Denver egg concern." In the 
Christian Science'Monitor it is reported that 
the Canadian 
government, among other 


things, is creating a development corpora- 
tion to spur industrial expansion and to use 
public monies to set up new industries or 
purchase old ones where needful. 
In Washington, the administration has 


asked for an additional 13 billion in fiscal 


1967 for various parts 
of its "Great Society" 
program. 
This 
In- 


eludes large sums for 
the wholesale rebuild- 


ing of deteriorating parts of cities through- 
out of the land. In Washington, too, the De- 
partment of Urban Affairs is appointed an 
administrator by President Johnson. In 
Lincoln and other places across the coun- 
try, the federal Job Corps program is looked 
upon as the coming of age of a new period 
of partnership between business and indus- 
try. 


All of these things are pointing to 


changes in the time-honored way of doing 
things in this country. Communities In this 
country have long competed for new in- 
dustry and continue to do so today. In the 
process, they are likely to do all sorts of 
things to entice industry to their area. 


They have, in fact, been known to do 
just about everything but provide an in- 
dustry themselves and now that may be 
changing. In Denver the resourceful broker 
is not waiting to find someone who wants 
to start a poultry farm on a small sub- 
urban acreage. Rather, he is setting up the 
business and bringing someone into it 


In Canada the government is apparently 


going to do the same thug. It will be going 
one step further than American cities have 
gone. Perhaps the day will come when cities 
•will not so much seek industry as they will 
people to run industries. Maybe the city 
will establish a plant and then hire an 
operator. There is no doubt that the Job 
Corps pattern, if successful, will be ap- 
plied in other areas. The government at 
any level for that matter could contract 
•with an organization 7?illL;£ to engage in 
whatever effort the government was inter- 
ested in. Some risks in such an approach 
are obvious, risks to the free enterprise, 
capitalistic system that has evolved in this 
'country. Plainly speaking, government own- 
ership in business and industry ought to be 
avoided.

Profiles In Science 


Marc Brunei, the builder of 


the famous tunnel under the 
Thames, was born hi France 
and lived for part of his life 
in New York. But his en- 
gineering genius was exer- 
cised in England. His son, 
Isambard 
Brunei, 
became 


one of the most famous En- 
glish engineers of the 19th 
century. 


Marc was born in Nor- 


mandy in 1769. the son of the. 
postmaster. He was intended 
for the priesthood, but his in- 
genuity with tools and figur- 
ing led his father to change 
his mind. Brunei went into 
the French navy, but during 
the revolution went to the 
United States to live. 


He went to work as an en- 


gineer and architect and did 
several big jobs, including 
the survey of a canal con- 
necting the Hudson River and 
Lake Cbamplaln in u p p e r 
New York. His plans for the 
new capltol In Washington 
were officially accepted, but 
were later not used because 
the government thought the 
building they called for too 
dear. For a time he was chief 
engineer of New York. 


Brunei returned to England 


to marry a young woman he 
had met there before the 
French Revolution. While in 
England he invented a ma- 
chine method of manufactur- 
ing the blocks" used in the rig- 
ging of sailing ships. So many 
blocks were used in the Brit- 
ish navy that it was esti- 
mated the Brunei invention 
saved the British government 
about $800,000 a year. Brunei 
was rewarded with a grant 
of $85,000 and later a subsid- 
iary grant of $25,000. 


Brunei w as a master of 


many inventions, including 
sewing machines, a b o p t- 
making machine, 
printing 


m a c h i n e s and mechani- 
cal saws. But his greatest 
achievement was the Thames 
tunnel, started in the 1830s. 


He was the first to use a 


"shield," a protective, mov- 
able wall that was pushed 
along ahead of the workmen 
who lined the tunnel w i t h 
brick as they proceeded. The 
tunnel Is still used by trains. 


His son, Isambard, born in 


1806, worked with his father 
on the tunnel, but his chief 
labor was the building of sus- 
pensions and other bridges 
and docks in the enormous 
expansion of the railways 
that was taking place during 
his lifetime. 


The accomplishment he is 


most famous for is the Great 


Western, a steamship 236 feet 
long with a displacement of 
2.300 tons. That was 28 feet 
longer than any other ship 
ever before built, but more 
important, it cut the t r i p 
time to New York by t w o 
weeks. 


His next ship was the Great 


Britain, the first big ship that 
was driven by a screw pro* 
pellcr, and his third, the 
most famous of all, the Great 
Eastern, was the first b i g 
ship ".'in the "double skin" 
designed by Brunei. The dou- 
ble skin was supposed to 
make the ships unsinkable. 


Brunei died of a stroke in 


1859, during the trial of the 
Great Eastern and only 10 
years 
after 
his 
father's 


death.

NASON ON EDUCATION 


Extra Activities And Suffering Grades 


By DR. LESLIE J. NASON 
While we have held con- 


sistently that learning is the 
responsibility of t h e pupil 
this by no means covers the 
whole problem. 


The scheduling of extra- 


curricular activities—wheth- 
er they be athletics, school 
plays, s t u d e n t councils or 
glee clubs—is an administra- 
tive responsibility. These ac- 
tivities frequently are al- 
lowed to interfere with class- 
room attendance. 


Sometimes a combination 


of 
circumstances, a l l of 


which should be under ad- 
ministrative control, affect a 
student's grades adversely. 
For example, consider the 
plight of Julia, a ninth-grade 
student In a j u n i o r high 
school. 


Julia is a popular girl. She 


is active in student affairs 
and also sings in the Glee 
club. Just prior to the Christ- 
mas holidays, meetings of 
the Student Council and Glee 
club on two successive days 
forced Julia's absence from 


algebra and Spanish classes. 
In these two subjects, Julia 
w a s barely maintaining a 
passing grade. 


She made an appointment 


with her algebra teacher for 
an after-school conference. 
He limited the conference to 
five minutes since he had 
been assigned to the prepa- 
ration of a holiday program 
which was consuming all of 
his out-of-class time. 


An 
algebra examination 


was scheduled which, it was. 
announced, would count for 
one-third of the final grade 
in the course. Thus, Julia 
was to be tested without the 
benefit of classwork on some 
materials. This s e r i e s of 
events was the responsibility 
of the administrators of the 
school.

Art Of Deception Built In For Women 


What is a Fulbright scholarship? How 


did it get started? Who put up the money? 
And what is its purpose? 


These arc good questions. Many stu- 


dents are getting these scholarships. Did 
some one by the name of Fulbright supply 
the funds? Was Senator J. W. Fulbright, 
THE LINCOLN STAR 
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D. Ark., the donor? Do universities grant 
them? 


The answer to these question are, No. 
The scholarships are the result of World 


War II. 


When the war ended the United States 


had great supplies of everything an army 
needs, supplies that had already b e e n 
shipped overseas. There was the question 
of what to do with them. 


It was determined that the cost of re- 


turning them would be prohibitive and that 
such of them that could be sold, once they 
were home, would disrupt our economy. On 
the other hand there was a market for 
much of the material in war-torn Europe. 


The result was a bill in Congress, spon- 


sored by Sen. Fulbright to sell the supplies, 
leave the proceeds in funds in the countries 
where the goods were purchased and use 
them to provide an interchange of scholar- 
ships. It became a law in April 1946. 


The central office of the Fulbright 


scholarship fund was established in the 
United Nations Plaza, New York City. It 
hands out scholarships on application to 
graduate students. These students must 
have a language proficiency suited to the 
school they wish to attend. 


The program has provided grants to 


60,000 students and is operating in 43 coun- 
tries. 


It was one of the several very construc- 


tive ideas artiing in the United States after 
World War II.

Would you favor our Increas- 
ing the number of U.S. troops 
to 500,000— with higher losses 
of life— if that meant the war 
might be shortened or would 
you be against such a big in 
crease in U.S. trcops?" 
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On the issue of committing 


more troops to Viet Nam the 
pattern is somewhat different 
from that supporting stepped- 
up bombings. Women con 
tinue to be most hesitant 
about every form of escala- 
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tion, but American wives and 
mothers are more opposed to 
increased troops than they 
are to more bombings. 


The opposite is the c a s e 


among such groups as college 
graduates, generally, subur- 
banites and westerners. 


The reason seems to be thai 


the higher the education level 
and the more oriented toward 
the Pacific the more dubious 
is public opinion about the ef- 
fectiveness of bombings and 
the stronger the feeling that 
only manpower will count in 
the end in Viet Nam. . 


Yet the fact remains that a 
clear majority of American 
public opinion is prepared to 
accept either all-out bombings 
of North Viet Nam or a dou- 
bling of U.S. troops in Viet 
Nam or both if there appears 
to be no other alternative to a 
communist take-over. As pre- 
viously reported, the U.S. pub- 
lic is deeply committed to the 
search for peace in Viet Nam 
—but not for peace at any 
price.

Bulgarian Arms Ship 
Seized By Lebanese 


Beirut, Lebanon W> — The 


captain of a Bulgarian ship 
was arrested Sunday and ac- 
cused of bringing a clandes- 
tinp shipment of 1,500 rifles to 
Beirut Saturday. Two Leban- 
ese customs brokers, Youssef 
Zeheil and Saeed Akkaoui also 
were arrested, police report- 
ed. 


The ship, the 2,850-ton 


Vellko TIrnovo, was seized 
and 
placed 
under armed 


guard, with the crew held on 
board. Police gave this ac- 
count: 


The rifles were made in. 


Bulgaria and were placed in 
75 cases with labels saying 
they contained sewing ma- 
chines and other merchandise. 
The Bulgarian captain, identi- 
fied as Aseh Petrov Abajini, 
47, claimed he had no knowl- 
edge of the real contents of 
the cases. He was placed in 
solitary confinement in Bel- 
rut's Elraml Prison. 


Preliminary investigation 


has not yet determined exact- 
ly to whom the arms were 
destined or where the ship- 
ment had originated. The 
arms had been imported by 
a Beirut shipping company 
Identified as "Levant Express 
Transport," in the name of 
another company, 
identified 


as "Varna." 


The Lebanese arrested were 


connected with the two ship- 
ping companies, police said. 
A Varna official, advised that 
preliminary investigation 
ihowed the arms were Im- 
.ported In the name of his com- 
pany, commented: "Wonder- 
ful. I wish it were true. We 
would have become million- 
aires. 
- No official of Levant Ex* 
pmi Transport was available 
for comment. 


Shipping sources said both 


firms usually deal with Bul- 
garian vessels. 


Police said the arms were 


unloaded In the transit zone 
of Beirut port Saturday, short- 
ly after the ship arrived from 
Alexandria, Egypt. A watch- 
man noticed a rifle protrud- 
ing from a hole in one of the 
cases and notified customs go- 
lice, who uncovered the arms. 


If investigation proves the 


arms were brought to Beirut 
under false documents, the 
Lebanese government could 
confiscate the vessel — which 
is owned by the Bulgarian 
government — and impose a 
fine as high as $330,000, of- 
ficials say.

in Lincoln Feb. 25. 


He said the conference is 


open to all uitcrcsted persons 
and is designed to provide lo- 
cal manufacturers and sup- 
plies with information on pro- 
cedure used in obtaining gov- 
ernment contracts and sub- 
contracts from prime govern- 
ment contractors. 


The conference program

U.S. Continues Bomb Hunt 


Almcria. Spain W) — Pos 


sibly spurred by the fear thn 
communist agents might fine 
it first, U.S. experts continued 
their search Sunday for a nu 
clear bomb missing after th 
crash of a B52 bomber. 


Another reason for urgent} 


was the worry that otbci 
countries might follow Spain's 
lead and ban the flight o 
nuclear • armed U.S. planes 
over their territory If it seem 
ed possible a bomb could be 
permanently lost. 


Although continuing, 
the 


search was relatively quiet in 
contrast to the almost fran- 
tic activity since the B52 
crashed after collision with a 
tanker Jan. 17. Searchers ap- 
parently were waiting for the 
arrival of two midget sub- 
marines which can penetrate 
to the 1,000-foot depths of the 
Mediterranean 
where the 


bomb and other secret devices 
are believed located. 


The Spanish government 


sent 250 'civil guards here to 
reinforce 
the* hundreds 
al- 


ready keeping the search area 
cordoned off. Secrecy grew 
deeper than ever. 


Strict Secrecy 


Official sources said the 


U.S. Department of Defense 
had issued strict orders to 
all U.S. personnel that no of- 
ficial statements be made or 
information released u n t i l 
cleared 
with that 
depart- 


ment's spokesman in Wash- 
ington. 


This was irksome not only 


to newsmen here, but to U.S. 
Air Force and Spanish of- 
ficials. Some felt they were 
not kept "in the picture" as 
much as they should have 
been. 


The U.S. embassy in Madrid 


said Its officials were like 
wise unable to answer In* 
qulrles, even when put by 
highly placed 
Spanish 
of- 


flclnls. 


One official on the scene 


conmmented "public-relations- 
wise, this whole affair has 
been a mess, and we arc sor- 
ry for it." 
Civil guards opened the re-

Advance Pay 


Cattle farmers were per- 


mitted to draw advance pay- 
ments to buy food for their 
herds, barred from grazing 
within the area.

A numbei of those un- 
able to work at their usual 
tasks were given jobs with 
the search parties ashore. 
Fear on the part of Spanish 


peasants that there might be 
danger from the missing bomb 
was one reason for the urgent 
search and the secrecy.

riding reason was security.

Washington 


Washington tf) — President 


Johnson braved blizzard con- 
ditions Sunday to attend a 
special Catholic mass a n d 
hear a eulogy which likened 
him to George Washington at 
Valley Forge. It brought a 
tear to his eye. 


Archbishop Patrick O'Boyle 


called the presidency t h e 
loneliest job In the world and 
told Joftnson all he can do Is 
ask for divine guidance a n d 
t h e n follow his own con- 
science. 


"As you leave this morn- 


ing," 
the archbishop s a i d , 


"you 
take with you- our re- 


pect. our affection and o u r 
confidence." 


Seated in a front row pew 


at St. Matthew's Cathedral, 
Johnson brushed his fingers 
across his eyes. 


This was the culmination of 


an annual Red Mass — so 
named because of the scarlet 
vestments of the clergy—held 
annually near the start of the 
judicial* year to ask God's 
blessing on the work of those 
in Hie field of law. The ser- 
vices go back to 12th Century 
England and France. 


Warren, Wife Late 


Chief Justice and Mrs. Earl 


Warren arrived 40 minutes 
late in the snow after the ser- 
mon and mist of the mass 
were over. Speaker of the 
House John W. McCormack 
and his wife were there to 
head an almost non-existent 
congressional delegation. 


The snow that sifted down 


Saturday and through t h e 
night, held the attendance at 
the mass to about 200 persons. 
U s u a l l y the cathedral is 
packed and admission is only 
to ticketholders. 


The president was right on 


time. He and Mrs. Johnson, 
daughter Luci, and Lncl's fi- 
ancee, Patrick Nugent, made 
(he half-mile from the execu- 
tive mansion to the cathedral 
In a White House limousine. 


Archibishop O'Boyle spoke 


at the end of the services. He 
recalled that Pope Paul VI, 
whom Johnson "so graciously 
met" in New York, appeared 
before the United Nations and 
made "a dramatic plea f o r 
an end of war in resolving 
differences among people." 


•Unprecedented' 


In the intervening months, 


O'Boyle said, "You have mar- 
shalled the unprecedented ef- 
forts of the United States to 
win the minds and hearts of 
men, 
not through force, b u t 


through the power of an idea. 
No man could have labored 
harder or longer, with more 
faith and perseverance in the 
face of discouragement, than 
you, Mr. President. 


"Today the future is cloud- 


ed with uncertainty and only 
God knows where and when 
our prayers will be answered. 
One thing is certain: Our 
prayers will not have b e e n 
offered in vain. No prayer 
ever is." 


Then, comparing the Presi- 


dent's position with that of 
Washington in the winter at 
Valley Forge, the archbishop 
said that many agonizing de- 
cisions, both political and mil- 
itary, lie ahead. 


The mass was celebrated 


by Bishop John S. Spence and 
Msgr. John S. Kennedy, rec- 
tor of the Cathedral of St. 
J o s e p h , Hartford, Conn., 
preached the sermond.

An Thi Dawn Exposes 
Bloody Baltic Trenches 


By BOB POOS 


and HENRI HUET 


An Thi, Viet Nam WV-Out 


in a shell-pocked no man's 
land, a thick blob of m u d 
moved toward our trench, for- 
merly communist real estate 
but now our haven—and our 
hospital and mortuary. 


The muddy blob was a U.S. 


Infantryman, wounded m 1 n- 
utcs earlier as his platoon 
made a n o t h e r attempt to 
reach a clump of palm trees 
100 yards away and rout out 
the communists. 


Neither he nor the platoon 


made it. Now he was crawl- 
ing back, bullets splattering 
around him. 


He flopped into the trench, 


wounded in the hip. A medic 
floundered across 
American 


dead and wounded in the 
trench, a trench of misery 
with the rain falling, the bul- 
lets cracking and the wound- 
ed piling up. 


First Defense 


It had been the communists' 


first line of defense a r o u n d 
this tiny village on the cen- 
tral lowlands that the 1st Cav- 
alry had chosen to visit Fri- 
day. 


The Reds had built it deep 


into the sand. The cavalry- 
men wrested it from them In 
charges across an open rice 
paddy under withering sniper 
fire that cut down several of 
the cuvalarymen. 


Medic Thomas 
L. Cole, 


from Richmond, Va., himself 
wounded In the head, helped 
tend the wounded, sprawled 
in the mud of the trench, rfe 
was nearly blinded by 
the 


bandage wrapped around his 
head. 


Answering Cries 


But Cole kept on going, an- 


swering the cry of a wounded 
man here, a dying man there. 
Cole spent an hour in mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation trying 
to rvive one terribly wounded 
soldier. The man died. 


In late afternoon, Cole had 


civilian casualties to tend to, 
a whole civilian family. 


They had been hiding in a 


house in the tiny village near- 
by, and had suffered from the 
battle. A baby barely a year 
old had been hit by shrapnel 
in the abdomen, arms and 
legs. 


The company commander, 


Joel Sugdinls of Cornwall 
Bridge, Conn., cried out to 
the father as he carried the 
baby near the American posi- 
tions, "Come, get In t h i s 
trench." 


The man came over as ene- 


my fire snapped around him. 
His wounded wife, blood a 11 
over her face, followed. There 
was little that Cole or any of 
the other medics could do for 
the wounded child. As the day 
passed into night, and as the 
rain grew stronger in its in- 
tensity, the baby began whim- 
pering, then died. 


Walls Shattering 


The wailing of the grieving 


family, lying fearful in t h e 
muddy trench, shattered the 
nerves of some of the soldiers. 


"Tell them to shut up," one 


wounded man called. 


The battleground at An Thl 


looked like photographs of 
the beachhead at Iwo Jlraa 
in World War II. 


The command post of the 


2nd Battalion of the 7th Regi- 
ment was in a deep trench 


and the main force of the 
communists fought from dug- 
in positions behind the line 
of palm trees. Enemy snipers 
with automatic w e a p o n s 
perched in the trees on each 
side of the command post 


Refuge In Graves 


Cavalrymen dashing across 


the open ground took refuge 
from behind raised graves of 
an old cemetery. S o m e of 
them made the trip time and 
time again until the enemy 
fled Saturday afternoon 
un- 


der air assaults that rained 
down bombs and napalm. 


The abandoned Viet Cong 


trench line was oval shaped 
—about 150 yards long by 100 
wide. An open space In the 
middle became "landing zone 
four" Saturday after the cav- 
alrymen cleared away snip- 
ers so helicopters could land 
to take out (he wounded and 
dead and bring in desperate- 
ly needed supplies cf ammu- 
nition, f o o d and medical 
stores. 
•Pfc. Michael A. Smith, 19, 
of Richard City. Tenn., broke 
his right leg jumping from 
one of the choppers, but he 
fought for several hours and 
even dragged in a wounded 
man before he realized his 
leg was broken. 


There were examples of out- 


standing bravery at An Thi. 


Sgt. Reid Pike of Albuquer- 


que, N.M., 
pulled t h r e e 


wounded from under enemy 
machinegun fire and organ- 
ized a party of men to drag 
out two more. 


Hit Five Places 


O n e of these wounded, 


Spec. 4 John Veltry, 21, of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., said: "Man, 
he really got thing's organ- 
ized. I was never so glad to 
see anyone in my life. I was 
hit in five places and I owe 
him plenty." 


Platoon Sgt. Winston Car- 


bonneau of A company — a 
veteran of 14 yean in the Ar- 
my and whose son recently 
enlisted—seemed to be every- 
where. He organized charg- 
es, r e r r o u p e d the men, 
scrounged 
up ammunition, 


cleaned 
jammed 
weapons 


and encouraged the troopers 
with a wide grin that never 
left his face. 


A d r e n c h i n g rain fell 


throughout Friday night and 
in the 
predawn 
hours of 


Saturday, then slacked 
off 


about dawn. 


The light of dawn exposed 


a picture of bloody battle— 
the dead and wounded in the 
muddied trenches, the empty 
cartridge clips and r a t i o n 
boxes scattered about, t h e 
shell holes. 


It was a dawn that did not 


come peacefully.

of the funds for prospectuses 
and other information. If a 
fund that seem suitable does 
not offer the insurance option, 
you can provide it on your 
own by taking out a diminish- 
ing term contract 
directly 


through a* life insurance com- 
pany, such as United Slates 
Life. 


Q. A professional man in 


Columbus, Ga., writes: "You 
often m e n t i o n keeping an 
amount of cash available for 
emergencies. If a man carries 
a large amount of permanent 
life insurance whose cash val- 
ue has now reached $22,000, 
would it not be reasonable to 
consider this as a satisfactory 
cash emergency fund without 
maintaining a sizable bank 
account?" 


A. When.we speak of an 


emergency fund, we think in 
terms of cash or Us equiva- 
lent. In a sense the cash re- 
serves behind a life insurance 
structure provide this type of 
p r o t e c t i o n . It should, of 
course, not be ignored in plan- 
ning an emergency f u n d , 
which can also include a 
checking bank balance, sav- 
ings deposits, short term gov- 
ernment bonds, etc. 


Psychologically, however, it 


is not desirable to make the 
insurance setup the first and 
only line of cash reserves. 
Taking out the cash may up- 
set long term insurance plan- 
ning. This view is expressed 
with full knowledge that in- 
surance is not necessarily 
sacred, but is a financial tool. 
In practice, it is well to think 
twice before impairing a per- 
manent insurance program to 
meet passing needs.
